Foreign Intelligence. 


MEHADIA, inthe Bannat of Tamefwar, near 
the frontiers of Turkey, Augift 8. 
Yefterday our troops pofted near Schuppeneck 
und old Orfoway, were attacked by the ‘lurks on 
three fides at once, and were obliged to retire 
without firing one thot. The Turks purfued them, 
and took 13 pieces of canson, befides all the pro- 
vifion wagggons, with 8000 loaves, together with 
molt of their tents and baggage. Our lofs, as 
may be imagined, is very confiderable ; old Or- 
fowa and Schuppeneck are both burnt. 

This day acorps of Turks have penetrated as 
far as the hill near Meferitz, «and fet fire to the 
watch-houle there, in which there were 150 men, 
of whofe fate we are ignorant. Another corps 
has rufhed forward againit our poft at the pals of 
Veterania, where a heavy firing was heard,

Engagement hy land between the Savedes and Ru.

The foreign information of this paper is alway; 
confirmed by fucceeding events, and it is now well 
authenticated, that a very bloody engagement has 
happened between the Swedes and Rufiians on the 
borders of Finland. Every thing that could ani- 
mate the troops on both fides affifled. Both the 
King of Sweden and the Grand Duke of Rufig 
headed their refpective forces. 

In the onfet—the Ruffians had confiderably the 
advantage, and attacked the left wing’of the Swe. 
dith forces with great bravery and eFett—taking 
from them the whole of their artillery, with seo 
prifoners. ‘The King at the head of a few regi. 
ments inftantly flew to their relief, and the {ol- 
diers animated by the prefence and example of the 
fovereign, rallied and charged frefh with the great. 
eitfury.and condu&, and put to fight the whole 
of the Ruffian army. The Count Mufchim Pou. 
kin and 400 prifoners, with the whole artillery 
fellinto the hands of the Swedes. The Grand 
Duke retreated with the fcattéred remains of his 
army into the fortrefs, of Wyburg, which was 
immediately vefted by the King of Sweden, 

Change in the French Minifry. 

Yefterday morning at @me o’clock, an extraor- 
dinary courier arrived at Monf. de Calonne’s 
Hotel from Paris. The difpatches were immedi- 
ately forwagded to him at Wimbledon. 

The news he brings with him is of the moft im. 
poriant nature to all Europe; being no Iefs.than a 
change in the Minifiry, as well as a Syftem of Peli 
tics which have fo unfuccelsfully reigned inFrance 

By an exprefs that arrived on Thurflay night at 
the Marquis of Carmarthen’s office, advice was 
received, ghat on Monday evening laft his Mof 
Chriftian Majefty was pleafed to fend a letter of 
difmiffion to the Archbifhop of Sens, his Majefty’s 
Principle minifter, and to Monfieur L.amoignom, 
keeper of the Seals ; and that Monfieur Necker 
was re-inftated in his office of Direftor General 
of the Finances. 

Very particular infractions have been fent over 
to the Hon. Hugh Elliott, Efq his Majefy’s en- 
voy extraordinary and plenipotentiary to the court 
of Denmark, to make ftrict enquiries into the 
caufe of the fhips, bound from Sweden to England, 
being made prizes of by the Raffians, and put in- 
to Elfineur, complaints having been received that 
they are Britifh property. At the fame time, the 
Ambafiador is commiflioned to declare, that as his 
Britannic Majefty bas explained himfelf une- 
quivocally as to the. perfe&t Neutrality he intends 
refpetting the Ruffians gnd Swedes, the fame 
affurances will be expected from the Court of Dea- 
mark. : 

Extra& ofa letter from Frantfort, Aaguft 18. 

** We are affured that his Majefty the Emperor 
is fo much difpleafed at the treacherous behaviour 
of the Pacha of Scutari towards his Deputies, 
that he has refolved to infil upon his head being 
made a preliminary to any propofals of peace; 
and we alio learn that the Vizir, 
cha of Scutari fent the heads of the Imperial 
Deputies, had fent them back again to him with 
this reprimand: ‘* You have behaved as much 
like a villain to the Emperor of Germany as you 
have tothe Grand Signior, your rightful Sove- 
reign ; you are a traitor, without one principle 
of honour; and atime will come when vengeanct 
vill be taken for all your crimes.” 

«« The letters which breaght the above accounts 
mention, that the Montenegrins, one of whole 
Chiefs that treacherous Mahmud has alfo put % 
death, are fo exafperated again him, that they 
have takea an caih among themielves to joia tis 
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tmperial troops, and not to lay down their arms 
“ill they have entitely fubdued Albania, and ta- 
ken the traitor Mahmud either dead or alive.”
